The “Gazette” contains 
the draft of an Ordinance to 
amend the Vagrancy Ordin- 
ance. 

The long title of the Vagrancy Or- 
dinance, 1897, is “An Ordinance to 
amend the law relating to vagrants.” 

The Ordinance however deals with 

“mendicants” as well as “ vagrants”; 
.and, as it is now intended to include 
provisions relating to “‘destitutes” who 
do not belong to the. Colony and can- 
not prove that they are or have the 
status of British subjects, clause 2 of 
this Bill extends the long title of the 
Ordinance by the addition of the 
words ‘“destitutes “and mendicants"” 
after the word “vagrants. ” 

Although there is provision in the 
legislation of this Colony for the de- 
portation of destitute British  sub- 
jects who do not belong to the Co- 
Jony, and also for the expulsion of 
immigrants who enter the Colony in

THE UNITY OF THE Empire in war was re-emphas- 
ised. at a press conference at the Ministry of 
Information yesterday with the representatives 
of the Governments of the Dominions and India. 
Anthony Eden, the Dominions Secretary, in a 
speech, said the discussions with these represen- 
tatives had covered the whole field of the com- 
mon effort of the Commonwealth — strategic, 
economic and financial — ‘and had given full 
assurance of that spirit of co-operation which 
would ensure that the joint resources would be 
used in the most effective and most economic 


manner. 


Co-operation in our war effort 
meant more than it did in 1914. . 
-The Dominions were now more 
widely developed and more exten~ 
sively industrialised, and their 
material contribution would be in a 
measure and at a rate many times 
greater than a quarter of a century 
ago. : 

Referring to the, great Empire air 
training. scheme in Canada, Mr, Eden 
said the results would be of enormous 
value. : 

SCHEME UNIQUE 

The scheme was unique and was 
probably the greatest example of 
Empire co-ordination to be centred 
and carried out in a part of the Em- 
pire other than the United Kingdom. 
.Mr. Eden pointed ‘out that Great 
Britain would be sending personnel 
to Canada for training and: would 
otherwise contribute to further this 
joint endeavour. 
‘Phe result would be not only.a 
magnificent material contribution to 
victory but an outstanding example 
of Empire co-operation which would 
have: a: considerable psychological ef- 
fect on their enemies, who had been 
over-unxious to demonstrate how 
rapidly the British Commonwealth of 
Nations was disintegrating. 

MAXIMUM POWER 

Mr. Crerar (Canada) emphasised 

that Canada’s effort to support the 


Allied cause would be exerted to the 
maximum power of the Canadian 
people. ' 

Mr. Casey (Australia) declared that 
Australia would pull its full weight. 

Mr. Fraser (New Zealand) said the 
Dominion was fully at one with the 
United Kingdom in its determination 
to end. the ruthless application of 
force. . 

INDIA’S SPOKESMAN 

Sir ‘Muhammad -Zafrullah Khan 
(India). declared that Indians of dif- 
ferent races, creeds and languages 
were determined to exert every 
effort to fight Nazi aggression. . 

In reply to questions, it was stated 
that there was no intention of esta- 
blishing an Imperial War Cabinet on 
the lines of the last war.

The Canadian representative (Mr.

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-' FAR EAST RUMOURS 

The political atmosphere in the Far 
East is heavily charged with rumours 
set in motion ‘by the unusual amount 
of diplomatic activity at present going 
on. Since’ diplomacy is secret, ru- 
mours are inevitable. The truth be- 
comes known only when the govern- 
ments place their peoples before a 
fait accompli, and the peoples are 
expected to swallow what their gov- 
ernments decide is good for them. 

The situation in the Far East, where 
so many conflicting interests’ are in- 
volved, is much ‘more bewildering 
than the happenings in Europe, where 
the issues are fairly ‘clear and the 
battle lines (at present) sharply drawn. 
Out here we have the European “de- 
mocracies” (Britain and France) seek- 
ing a way of ending the China con- 
flict. Preoccupied with fighting Ger- 
many, they are desirous of some sort 
of settlement of the Far Eastern em- 
broglio which will leave them at least 
secure in their co- 
lonial possessions in 
this part of the 
world. 

The United States, 
intent on preserv- 
ing China’s terri- 
torial integrity, and 
the principle of the 
Open Door that 
goes with it, is pre- 
paring for a show- 
down with Japan: 

Soviet Russia, 
heavily involved in 
Europe despite the 

formal neutrality of

ment, would like to arrive at a peace- 
ful settlement of outstanding issues 
with Japan, regardless of what it may 
cost China or anybody else. : 

Japan and

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MR. SHAW ON HITLER 


The clearest statement of the rea- 
sons why Hitler is mistrusted in this 
and in other countries was made by 
the Archbishop of York in his ad- 
mirable broardeast. Dr. Temple gave 
a series’ of instances of Hitler’s bad 
faith and unscrupulous. violence. Mr. 
Bernard Shaw deprecates this judg- 
ment as unduly harsh, He: explains 
that instead of calling Hitler a liar 
we should call him a realist who 
“changes his mind “pretty quickly 
and boldly as the “circumstances 
change.” Thus when he breaks his 
word he ‘only ‘shows: how - readily~ he -- 
adapts himself to a new situation. 
The distinction is interesting, but it 
is more interesting than’ important. 
If a man breaks promise after pro- 
mise, the consequence is much’ the 
same whether we call him a rogue or 
a realist. In either case it is difficult 
to make agreements with him. 


Mr. Shaw returns in his last para- 
graph to the subject of Hitler’s charac- 
ter and personality. He pities him 
because he ‘is obliged to support a. 
host of nobodies, “no matter what 
“atrocities the worst of them may 
“commit.” Here Mr. Shaw, in a 
kindly impulse, does this autocrat an — 
injustice. The bombing of towns and 
villages in Poland, which excited the 
herror of the world, was not due, to 
any such failure of the strong man’s 
control. On the contrary.. Hitler 
himself spoke of “the excessive con- 
sideration” of his airmen. So far 
there is an air of balance and com- 
promise about Mr. Shaw's view. But 
in the last..sentence he throws his 
whole weight behind the Prime Mini- 
ster, the Archbishop, and other public

IN THE COURSE of the month of September, when the Ger- 
man Army was tied to the defensive in the West in 
consequence of its preoccupation in the East, German 
defensive tactics and fortification were considered in

“To-day the situation is different. The bulk of the German. 


first-line formations have moved West, and some ten 
days ago it appeared quite possible that a major offen- 
Sive was about to be Jaunched. 


Such an operation cannot be whol- 
ly discounted .even now. Despite 
flooded rivers, the state of the ground 
is not yet such as to put it out of 
the question, though the margin of 
time is becoming narrow, because the 
most ‘optimistic _ commander could 
scarcely expect to achieve any con- 
siderable measure of success in” a 
shorter period than from a month to 
six weeks. It may therefore be of 
interest to consider German offensive 
tactics in the light both of German 
military literature and of the -infor- 
mation available about the campaign 
in Poland. : 

The former source is the less easy 
‘to deal with because there is so 
much common ground in all offensive 
theories. If one insists, for example, 
on the importance attached by the 
German Army to the principle of 
“fire and movement,” it may be re- 
torted that this principle is universal 
and that the ‘British Expeditionary 
Force of 1914 was imbued with it. 
If one pronounces that zlmost magic 
word “infiltration,” which is  san- 
guinely acclaimed to be the master- 
key to every door, the answer may 
be that no Army doubts its value in 
certain circumstances, but that it also 
has ‘many failures to its discredit. 
If one quotes the modern German 
precept that no account should _be 
taken of fatigue in the course of.a 
pursuit. it may be asked whether 
Murat after Iena, or Charles Rose in 
Central India, or General von Kluck 
after-the Battle of Le Cateau were 
sparing of man or beast, and whether 
“sweat saves blood” be an old Ger- 
man dictum or a new one. In fact 
very similar principles and _instruc- 
tions appear in the field service re- 
gulations and manuals of military 
training issued by every General 
Staff... None the less, something of 
value can be derived from military 


The general principles on which 
German offensive tactics are based 
may be shortly summarized.- The at- 
tack is carried out in great depth and 
in loose, irregular dispositions, with- 
out narrowly defined objectives. 
Every unit, from the very smallest— 
the group or squad, which covers the 
advance of three or four men by the 
fire of a light machine gun—moves 
under the protection of its own fire. 
Where breaches are made in the hos- 
tile array, the troops which have 
created them press into them and 
strive to disintegrate a whole section 
of the front by their forward move- 
ment. (Here we find something 
more than a difference in emphasis 
between French and German teach- 
ing. ‘Enlarge the breaches by later- 
al thrusts,” say the French; ‘Push on 
boldly into the breaches,” say the 
Germans.) Reéonnaissance must 
never be neglected in favour of pro- 
tection—the obvious intention being 
to prevent hesitation and _ timidity. 
“Decentralization” may be taken as 
the infantry’s watchword; orders are 
as little detailed as possible and a 
very large freedom of initiative is 
given to subordinate commanders, 
particularly to battalion commanders. 

METHODS OF ADVANCE a 

Decentralization, however, does not 
apply to the infantry alone. It is 
practised in the artillery also, which, 
generally speaking, is put at the dis- 
posal of the lowest possible fighting 
formation, normally the division 
rather than the army corps, but some- 
times even the infantry regiment. 
The security and even the accuracy 
of the artillery are subordinated to 
the desirability of rapid opening of 
fire; where possible, observed fire. 
Should the enemy yield ground, the 
artillery is pushed forward with all

_|GERMANY WILL DEFEAT 


|THE ALLIES’ BLOCKADE 


On September 4 the Admiralty an- 
nounced that Germany was under 
blockade. Twenty-five years earlier, 
short of one month, the same grip of 

‘| sea-power closed upon the German 
Reich of those days. When it collapsed, 
its generals and admirals and _politi- 
cians complained that blockade had 
brought about the downfall. The mea- 
sured judgment of historians of .all 
countries has since agreed with them. 

What chance is there for the Reich 
of Nazism to escape a still more ruin- 
ous defeat? 


In all the greatest conflicts of the 
world victory has been won by the 
nation or the allied forces which held 
the’ command: of the sea. Sea power 
saved the Greek civilisation from de- 
struction by the multitudinous armies 
of Asia. Rome had to win and keep 
the command of the sea before she 
could overthrow Carthage and build 
up her own empire. When her sea 


strength failed she fell before the ' 


barbarians, English sea power saved 
Eurcpean freedom from the Spanish 
autocrat who dominated half a dozen 
countries in this Continent and com~- 
manded the wealth of the New World. 

When Napoleon had shattered the 
power of Austria and Prussia and won 
over Russia by arms and cajolery he 
became master of the resources of 
Europe from the Urals to the Atlantic. 
Germany was at his orders, the Tsar 


_'l of Russia ready to join with him in 


partitioning the world. . 


But he had lost the sea. From the 
hour that his naval power went down 
in the night of Trafalgar he was doom- 
ed. The coasts of the Continent, its 
trade and its supplies, lay blockaded 
by British ships till the nations rose 


against his intolerable empire and he 


fell. 
NOT ENOUGH EVEN IN. 1914 


In the war of 1914 the German mili- 
tary machine conquered control of the 
resources of Belgium, Serbia, © Ru- 
mania, Poland, the Ukraine and a 
good deal more of Russia. The hapless 
Austrian Empire contributed the 
industrial strength of Czechoslovakia

reserve and considerable financial re- 
sources in foreign countries.

Yet ‘at the very outset of this war 
Nazism had to introduce a system of 
rationing which, even if thc quanti- 
ties allowed are obtainable, will bring, 
as Field-wiarshal Goering has avow- 
ed, hardship and danger to health. 

Some of those who visited Germany 
just after the Armistice of 1918 will 
remember the desperate yearning of 
Germans for soap. Field-Marshal 
Goering told them in his call to arms 
that they must’'make up their minds 
to go dirty throughout this war. 

A_revised version of his oration may 
now be issued. proclaiming that the 
Fuehrer has changed all that by the 
new compact with the Soviet.

From tie harvests of Poland and the 
Ukraine and Rumania, , when the 
Kuiser’s legions overran them, the 
Germans of 1917 were promised good 
living, from the occupied oil fields and 
mines a great access of war strength. 
The event was. otherwise — an ac- 
celeration of the speed with which 
the’ German Empire declined and fell. 


AUTARKY: A VAIN AMBITION 


Whatever M. Molotoff may have 
signed or meant, no manoeuvres of 
Nuzi diplomacy can extricate the Reich 
from the grip of the blockade. 

The efforts at autarky havé proved 
hopelessly ineftectual. ‘‘Germany’s 
genius and inventiveness,” the Fuehrer 
bragged, “can easily and rapidly solve 


in the last war learnt, — 


this problem.”. Her genius under his. . 


direction has left the Reich dependent 
on, foreign supplies for the greater 
part or the whole of every important 
commodity except cereals, livestock, 
coal, timber, lead and zinc. 

Maintenance of meat production, 
however, requires imports. During the 
Jast war Germany had to kill off her 
cattle for lack of fodder. That she 
will get more now than she got then 
from Poland: and South-Eastern 
Europe is not probable. 

In the articles essential to modern 


wartare the whole territory under. 


Herr Hitler’s rule is singularly poor. 
Even after the rape. of Austria and 
Czechoslovakia and half Poland, Nazi 
Germany has still to obtain from 
abroad three-quarters of the iron ore 
which her industries require. The sup- 
plies she drew from Spain and: France

are now cut off. How much she will 
get from Sweden, if she continues to- 
destroy Swedish shipping, is an inter- 
esting speculation. 


As for other metals—copper, tin, 
nickel, aluminium, chromium, tung- 
sten, manganese and mercury—Ger- 
many must obtain all, or almost all, 
she. consumes from other countries. 
Though contiguous States may supply 

‘some of them the main sources are 
outside Europe and thus subject to the 
full of the blockade. 


RUBBER, TEXTILES AND OIL 


It needs no proof that the mechani- 
sation of armies has made rubber a 
munition of war of. the first im- 
portance. Such a shortage as was in- 
convenient to the German forces in 
1918 would now be crippling. Ger- 
many has tried. to produce synthetic 
rubber. The value of the process may 
be estimated from the fact that she 
has still been importing four-filths of 
her consumption. 

She had better fortune with the 
manufacture of artificial textiles, but 
still obtained three-fifths of her needs 
from abroad. Not much _ cotton is 
grown in Europe, and cotton has its 
uses in the production of explosives. 

‘ Oil supply is now a crucial factor 
in war by air, land and sea. Germany: 
produced, chiefly by distillation from 
coal, rather less than a third of her 
peace-time requirements, which were 
7,000,000 tons. Petrol rationing has 
just impressed upon us that war vast- 
ly increases a nation’s normal con- 
sumption of oil. Such a campaign as 
that waged by Germany in Poland 
must have made heavy demands on 
stocks. If Germany’s war needs were 
thrice those of peace—some estimates 
have been as high as 20,000,000 tons— 
she would have to import as much, 
as 17,500,000 tons. 

Where can she get that quantity? 
The German people have been told 
fairy tales about the Polish oil 
wells, If that small field can be work- 
ed on the same scale as before the in- 
vasion Germany might obtain from it 
as much as 500,000 tons a year, 

Frenetic struggles have been made 
by German diplomacy to extract from 
Rumania as much oil as possible. The 
urgency was the measure of the need. 
But if the whole oil output of Ru- 
mania were poured into Germany— 
a supposition far from realisation—it 
would only contribute, on last year’s 
figures, 6,500,000: tons. 

For some time past Germany has 
been collecting as big an oil reserve as 
she could finance and provide with 
safe storage. The highest estimate of 
the quantity is 4,000,000 tons. Thus 
in the first year of war Germany’s 
supplies, including home production 
and war reserves, would not exceed 
6,500,000 tons, to which figure might 
have to be added such further amounts 
as Germany might succeed in obtain- 
ing from the former Polish oilfields 
in Galicia (now under Russian con- | 
trol) and Rumania. 

Though the whole of the reserve 
were devoted to one year there would 
still be a heavy deficiency. 

The German people will be told that 
the beneficence of Soviet Russia has 
saved that awkward situation. Herr 
Hitler should adapt the frantic lover's. 
prayer. “Ye gods, abolish only time 
and space, and make a Nazi happy.” 

LIMITS TO RUSSIAN HELP 

Russia has been producing about 
27,000,000 toris of oil.a year. ‘In peace 
she used more than nine-tenths of that 
herself, and her export surplus has 
‘fallen ‘since “1932 from 6,000,000 to 
1,000,000 tons, With an army of mil- 
Hons mobilised she will not need less. 
Let us grant that production might be 
“ jnereased. But what of the distribu- 
tion? The Soviet oil fields are at the 
other extremity. of Russia; from the: 
German frontier, and their output 
cannot reach Germany by sea. - To 
provide means for the transport of 

‘ large quahtities of oil from the Cau- 
casus to the depots of the German 
army and ‘air force would be the 
work of years. 


Whatever else the Nazi leaders hope 
to get from the Soviet they , must 
know that it will never provide 
enough oil to save them. 

In terms of supply, what has 
Nazism gained by its pact with Bol- 
shevism? Russia can send cereals and 
sugar, products of which Germany 
will not be in need till drafts on her 
man-power strip the farms of lab- 
our. The dnly wat materials which 
‘Russia has to sell are oil and man- 
ganese, and no great quantity of those 
can be transported, even if Germany 
could pay for them. 

Months before the Nazi war dis- 
turbed food production in Eastern 
Moscow announced that Russian agri- 
culture had no butter, eggs or bacon 
to export. Jt does not produce any 
form of those fat-yielding materials, 
such as oil seeds . and whale oil, of 
which Germany stands in desperate 
need, : 

Russia, therefore, cannot, even if 
she would, contribute anything to the 
Nazi Reich’s capacity for resisting the 
blockade. Of further supply of the ma- 
terials vital to modern mechanised war 
Germany was deprived irretrievably: a 
month ago. Stocks of some’ of the 
foodstuffs necessary for the mainten- 
ance of energy—-butter, cheese and 
fats of all kinds—must already be 
falling short. : 


DOUBTFUL NEUTRAL SUPPLIES 


We may anticipdte that, as in the 
last war, the rulers of Germany will 
have recourse to any means which 
they dare employ for extracting pro- 
duce from neutral countries. But their 
chances of success are now small. 

The Reich’s ability to: pay is more 
thin doubtful. Barter has been her 
only method of purchase in peace. In 
war, as her industries brealk down for 
lack of raw material, that must soon 
fail. Credit she has long had none. 
Friendship or favour from any neu- 
tral country for the tyranny which 
has ravished Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland is out of the 
question. 

Things are what they are. The Nazi 
leaders cannot long deceive their peo- 
ple now that they have challenged the 
physical conditions of the world. Its 
inexorable forces will decide the con- 
flict. Sea power, still wielded by. bri- 
tain and her allies, the deadliest of 
national weapons, has assured the 
vietory as of old.

“We set God, man and the devil at 
defiance to wrest him from our 
hands!” 

This challenge was received by two 
frantic parents in the Summer of 
1874. They were Mr. and Mrs. Chris- 
tlan K. Ross of Germantown, _ the 
‘well-known suburb of Philadelphia. 
Mr. Ross was a merchant of the 
Quaker City and a.man of moderate 
means, Early in the Summer of the 
year mentioned, his wife had gone 
- to Atlantic City, accompanied by her 
daughter, leaving behind, in the care 
of competent servants, their two in- 
fant daughters and two sons, Walter, 
a boy of six, and Charley, a little 
bright-eyed, curly-haired tot of four, 
who still wore dresses. : 

Charley Ross and his brother were 
innocent, well-behaved youngsters 
who ran carefree through the neigh- 
bouring fields, gathering wild flowers 
and enjoying the neighbourhood games. 
Several times they reported to their 
sisters’ nurse that two strange men 
had driven by in a buggy and offer- 
ed them candy. As July approached 
they were very much excited in their 
anticipation of Independence Day 
and every evening coaxed their father 
to lay them in a good supply of fire- 
crackers. 

On July Ist both boys mysteriously 
disappeared from the sidewall in 
front of their house, and Mr. Ross, 
- upon returning home after office 


hours, was greeted by, the frenzy of

Late 
night, while he was searching for his

the house with Walter, whom he said 
he had found crying on a street cor- 
ner fn Kensington.

The career of Christian K. Ross 
was ruined by the kidnapping of his 
son. During the 23 years that he 
servived the crime there was not a 
day when he did not work upon the 
case or when he was not in 
receipt of some letter leading him on 
He and his wife in- 
vestigated the cases of over 270 
inysterious children, located in various 
parts of the world and who had beer 
described as resembling their lost son. 
Some wore in gypsy camps, others in 
orphan asylums and some in the dens 
of criminals. 


On March 19, 1939, Gustave Blair, 
69 years old, filed suit in Phoenix, 
Arizona, to establish a claim as being 
the real Charley - Ross. He. stated 
that he was kept in a cave when a 
small child and afterward adopted by 
a man who told him he was the boy 
kidnapped in Germantown on July” 
Ist, 1874.

into a shop and buy the coveted fire- 
works, but upon emerging from the 
store the child found that the wagon, 
the two strangers and Charley were 
missing. 

Mr. Ross was hurriedly sent for. 
In the morning mail of July 4 Mr. 
Ross received a note demanding $20,- 
000 ransom as the price of Charley’s 
return, the alternative being that. the 
child would be killed if pay was re- 
fused. ‘his letter stated that if the. 
abductors should discover any at- 
tempt to approach the place in which 
Charley was hidden his “annihilation” 
would be instantaneous. After the 
case had defied the ingenuity of the 
police, the distracted father through 
newspapers “personals” arranged for 
various secret meeting places where 
the ransom should be paid, but each 
time the kidnappers failed to show 
up. Thereafter Mr. Ross made 200 
Jong journeys to run down false 
clues, and his vain search cost him in 
all $60,000. 

- The case sent a. wave of indignation 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the land, and while the people’s fury 
_was at its helght the abductors sent 
to the Ross home the cold-blooded 
challenge already quoted: ;

Newspapers, public men and the 
legal fraternity demanded that ‘there 
should be no compromise lest such 
outrages be repeated, but Mr. Ross 
continued: his attempts to meet ‘the’ 
terms of the kidnappers. The papers 
of the old world, including even some 
of the Orient, took up the case. It 
had the whole of Christendom by the
